There was some discussion on the applicability of various aspects 
of MMMto ELINT, and as had been noted in the previous meeting (Item 
5, 12th meting), the Members considered that some phases of aa if 25X1D 
not all, might not properly be considered ELINT matters. However, the 
Chairman stated that the ad hoc committee should draw its own conclusions 
in the matter and make appropriate recommendations.

He noted that considerable progress had been made on the problem, 
and hoped to have a paper for Committee consideration by next regular 
meeting, if not earlier. The CIA Member noted that this matter should be 
resolved as soon 4s possible and suggested that the Committee might

Subjects Policy on Release of ELINT, 


PROBLEM: 


To consider action required to establish a firm policy on the matter 
of release to foreign governments of ELINT information, materials, and 
equipment. 


ISCUSS ION: 


The NSA Member circulated a progress report which he had prepared 
with the CIA Member. This outlined conclusions reached in consultation, 
and contained recommendations for further action. 


The Members concurred in the recommended approach, and authorized 
NSA and CIA to proceed along the lines suggested. 


There. was some discussion on the interpretation of the term "ELINT" 
as comprising intercept, information, and ELINT materials and equipment. 
It was agreed that the policy on release should include both intercept 
and information. 


The Members concurred in the recommendation that the final publi-~ 
cation should be in the form of a DCID. It was agreed that such a 
document should be concise and succinct, concerned with broad principles 
rather than minutiae of procedures. 


DECISION: (19 March 1959) 


To proceed with preparation of a final paper on the subject for 
consideration at the next regular meeting.

PROBLEM s 


To consider draft Terms of Reference prepared by the Technical 
Assistant. 


DISCUSS ION: 


The Members considered the Terms of Reference which had been prepared 
by the Technical Assistant in consonance with the paper which had been 
approved by the COMINT Committee and submitted to the ELINT Committee 
for consideration. 


The Members generally agreed with the need for such a study as 
recommended by the COMINT Committee, but effected some changes in the 
Terms of Reference to bring them in consonance with the requirements for 
such an estimate. It was also agreed that both Committees should recommend 
to USIB that the Scientific Intelligence Committee prepare the estimate. 
After acceptance by the COMINT Committee of the proposed changes, it was 
recommended that the Chairman of the two Committees should coordinate with 
the Chairman of the SIC prior to submission of the matter to the Board. 


The CIA Member noted that classification of an eventual combined 
COMINT/ELINT document could bring security and handling problems. It was 
recommended that this matter should be given due consideration in the 
coordinating phase prior to publication of the final document. 


The NSA Member noted that the item on ‘Security of System', Section III, 
Paragraph 1b(4), was extremely sensitive and that any detailed discussion 
of the matter would probably involve restricted security categories. The 
Chairman recommended that each Member exercise due precaution in any 
contribution to the final document. 


DECISION: (19 March 1959) 


To approve the Terms of Reference as amended, and forward to the 
COMINT Committee, recommending concurrence prior to coordination with the. 
SIC and subsequent submission to USIB.
